women of tho day are indeed wonderful, 
jKpecialiy in viow of tho apathy, solflsh- 
ness aud cowardice of tho men.

'sESPONSIJiLElf^^ AND 
MURDERS. 

Two years ago a settler in this pro- 
vinco named Poole and his family 
were ma^ered, and the murderer at- 
temptd^^tt^'JpbBceal tlie crime by burn- 
ing the .house. Rumor directed all 
eyes on a man named Halliday. He 
•was arrested and tried; but the circum- 
stantial ovidpnce against him was not 
sufficient ' to aatii^y;'. tl»| juryjand tlicy 
disagreed. 'IlALii.lDAY''-vva8 then dis- 
charged: and returned to his old home 
not very far from the scene of the mur- 
der. Twelve months ago tlie white 
settlers resiiling at Dog Crock accused 
the Indians of a tribe residing in that 
neighborhood with the murders, and 
the circumstantial evidence in support 
of the accusation appears to bo strong- 
er than that produced on tiic trial of 
Halliday. Hero it is; — Thien or four 
hunteiB of tho tribe were on a hunting 
excursion near Poole's place at the time 
of tho murder; they had no money, no 
credit, no flour; but immediately after 
their return there was a good supply of 
flour and a feast inthelndian camp; and 
when the feasting was over the hunters 
were outlawed by the chit^f and they 
dare not return to tlie tribe. It is well 
known that Poolh had a large quantity 
of flour in his house at the time he was 
killed, an4 there was no trace of it dis- 
covered in the ashes of his house or in 
any ot/u^ place. This was cirouuibtan- 
tial evidence in favor of Hallidav. It is 
supposed that those who stolo tiie flour 
coiniiiitted the murder and it is not 
reasonable to suppose that a white man 
would venture to return and temove 
property of such bulk after committing 
■ofoul^^eed. It is rather surprising 
to hear that the Urown pi-osecutor took 
no notice of the suh.stuntial fact that a 
larg'^ pile of flour was removed before 
the house wus burned. After the dis- 
charge of Halliday there" was no fur 
ther enquiry, and for a time tho mur- 
der was forgotten. But now comes 
the strange part of the affair. We are 
credibly informed that the jjovornment 
have been for six months in possession 
of the circumstantial evidence that 
points to the Indians as the murderers 
of PooLE. And what ;i8" .the result 1 
An enquiry? No. .HAluday ha.i been 
arrested arid is to be tried at once ! 
And Wliy ? Because some Indians 
have supplied additional evidence. This 
is pcsitively disgraceful. Justice de- 
mands an immediate investigation. A 
competent officer should be sent at once 
to Dog Creek, and the trial of the un- 
fortunate Halliday adjourned if neces- 
sary. A responsible government that 
permits the persecution of a citizen and 
hunts him to death in a hurry deserves 
the severest censure. It is dreadful to 
contemplate the sufl'erings to wliich the 
people of the province may be exposed 
by the gross negligence and incompe- 
tence of these ministers who would not 
in any part of" Europe be entrusted 
with any more important duly than 
that which falls to the lot of those who 
sweep tho halls where justice is admin- 
istered. Here they are.pets and to the 
hazy eyes of a provincial multitude 
they IdoK Iike'|f8tar8 of the first mngni 
tude;"^but-in"anyother laml they would 
appear as thoy are and very like littlo 
Stars of the baser metal manufact- 
ured for children and sold in toy shops 
at a cent a piece, Halliday may bi* 
tried, convicted inll executed before 
the goverameiit make any enquiry with 
reference to the circumstantial evidence 
that may bo obtained at Dog Creek. 
Then we shall say deliberately and' with 
Out fear of the consequences that the 
execution, aocording to law- was mur- 
der.. • • _ ■ 

THB *^BLAWSTED FOREIGNER,' 
AGAIN. 

The government organs are both 
affected with tho " foreigner " oraze. 
Tho city council of tho pretty town of 
Westminster subscribed for 31-5 worth 
of West Shores, and the Guardian com- 
plains that the council have "not only 
hired a foreigner to crack up their city, 
but are actually having Jihc puli pub- 
lished in an Oregon paper." Sliockiiig ! 
But the local government have done 
the same thing.. They have " hired " a 
" foreigner " to write up the country 
andihaye-' arranged to have " the pufi' 
publipbed in an Oregon paper." The 
Dominion government have done worse 
than either : They have " hired a for- 
eigner " to build a failway in British 
Oolumbia,iand/another*'.' foreigner " to 
carry the mails. Why do not the 
organs howl at these outragoous inno- 
vations ? Why should they concen- 
trate their wratli on tlie gity govern 
ments and allow the Federal and pro 
vincial govf-ruments, wlio have done 
worse, go unscathed 1 It is only a fe w 
weeks agoliTiei local organ urged the 
governmeut to grant an exclusive right 
for fifteen years to manufacture woolen 
goods in the province to a " foreigner," 
M, Savon' ; and now tho same journal 
and its Mainland echo make the welkin 
ring with their censure and abuse hi»- 
cause,<in a laudable desito tfi encourage 
a useful enterprise published in the rn- 
terest.ofmthe province, a triSing subsidy 
is offered-to a " foreigner." If it had 
beep distributed pro rata to tho citizens 
nothing would have been beard of the 
illegality or impropriety of the vote. It 
is the fact that it is not to pass into 
their hands that makes the thing 'so 
hard for them to, bear. ..The public are 
doubtless of opinion .that tho organs 
already have a very good milch cow in 
the provincial government. They 
ought to b« satisfied with tjic teats 
which they so industriously ply and 
not seek to milk the cities" of ' .T^ictoria 
and Westminster as well. ^ "

SZOZEHIXTS AlTD HBABT-BBHS- 
im SOSITSS IN THE IS- 
LAND OF SCIO. 

■Whole Oitios and To'wns Dostroyod 
and Thousands Buriod in 
tho Euin,'3. 

A corrospoadfiit "riiiug from Scio 
hiiy.-i : The temperaiure on the 3rtl wiis 
heavy and oppressive, and the horizon 
was broken by broad Hashes of light 
that seemed to denote a coming storm. 
In all this atinosphoric disturbance, 
however, tiie inhatiitani.s saw nothing 
extraordinary, and were far from l)oiirg 
alarmed by what llicy f;iiici(,'d would 
r'jsull in a thunderstorm. At ten min 
utesto two in the aftornoon a terrific 
shock was felt, liiiiiging three- 
fourths of the houses in the town to 
the eround like .so nmtiy paf'k'j of cards, 
iind burying a Uioiisalul persons under 
tho falling ruin.s. Then cominenceil a 
fearful scene of horror. The ground 
rocked and danced, kneading the ruin 
already formed into an unrecognizable 
mass of stone. Tho survivors ran hith- 
er and thither, not knowing where to 
flee to escape the horrible fate that me- 
naced tlitm, and wero tossed and flung 
about by tlu! heaving earth, like feath- 
ers in a bree/.p. On every side the sin- 
ister rumblings of the earth, the noise 
of falling buildings, the te.'iriiig asun- 
der of the walls of houses, and the 
shrieks of the wouiuUhI, lent a fearful 
horror to the scene. All sought to leave 
the town and get into the plains, in or- 
der to avoid being buried under the fall- 
ing buildings,but even those who gain- 
ed the open country wero by no means 
safe. The earthquake attacked not 
only the towns and villages, but work- 
ed its ravages in thi; hills and moun- 
tains of the island. Enormous masses 
of rock and earth came rushing ilown 
the hillsides, carrying all before them, 
bounding farinto the plains.and tearing 
roads in the solid rocks of the moun- 
tains, such as might have been formed 
by a torrent a thousand years old. 

Some time elapsed before any of tho 
survivors recovf;rei.i from the terror 
caused by the shock sulFiciontly to be 
able to comjirehend thu extent of tho 
catast-o])he, or to think of looking for 
friends or relatives .still perhaps alivo 
beneath the ruins. Tho town present- 
ed a pitiablu spectacle, ttrcat fissures 
and crevices yawned in the streets, 
walls were falling willi a crashing re- 
port, iind entire buildings crumbled 
in fragments to the ground. In many 
places wlioh; streets had disappeared, 
and it wus hard to say where the differ- 
ent well-known buildings had stood. 
No one knew where to look for family 
or friends The ground still heaved 
and tossed, bringing fresh buildings to 
the ground at every moment, and hur- 
rying innumerable victims to destruc- 
tion. The people seeking to escape 
were caught in the staircases of their 
houses by falling walls, or were crush- 
ed by the entire liou.^e falling in on 
them as they crosseil the threshuld. It 
i.s impossible to say what the number 
of victims would liuve buon if a second 
shock had not displaced the ruins form- 
ed by the first and thus nermittint; 
thousands of sutTf.'iei-s to esca])e or tojbe 
rescue' by others from the horrible im 
priaonment to which they luul been 
condemned. In the town the victims 
have been very numerous. The cpiar- 
ters most daiiiageii are tiie eitiidel, lue 
Atikies quarter, and the . industrial 
quarter. Beneath the ruins of the cit- 
adel alone 500 victimsat least must be 
fiuried. A inong others thtiro are forty 
Turkish wumen who were eugai^ecl in 
prayer in an oratory situated m tin- 
court of the castle. Tlie Government 
[)alaco and Imildings, the telegraph 
office and the mosques are little better 
than tottering ruins. Hardly a niiiia- 
rnt in the town remains ujiriglit. The 
Frank quarter may be said to have suf- 
fered the least of any, but c\-en here 
there is not a licmse the walls of which 
do not axhibitt neor mor-!i m uous-look- 
ing crevices. All the lissures and crev- 
ices run from oast to west. In the in- 
dustrial quarter hardly a lious(! remains 
standing, and whole families of from 
ten to fifteen persons have perished, or 
must perish, beneath the ruin.s. 

In the country the eirects of the hor- 
rible upheaval have been even more 
horrible than in town. Here the vic- 
tims may be counted by thousands in- 
stead of by hundreds. The monastery 
of Neomoni in completely vnzcd to the 
ground, and sijity monks lie buriod 
beneath its walls. The ait;? of the vil- 
lage of Nenita presents tl«s ap{Mjarancc 
of a disused stone quarry. No$.?. ,tf w^b 
of a building remains. The inhabitan ts 
iiav« disappeared. It is thought that 
the nur^ibor of victims in three villages 
^(CaJimassia, Xbicaiana and Neochori) is 
over3,00a The toiaj population of 



the three districts is between 6,000 and 
7,000 souls. I have just visited Car- 
damals, Pythios and Davenona, which 
arc entirely destroyed. The number of 
victims is unknown, but is very consid- 
erable. At Tchesme 1,000 houses, half 
of tho town, have been destroyed. Five i 
dead and fifty wounded have been dis- 
coved at Kato Panaya. Every house, ' 
and there are 900, is ia ruins. Twen- i 
ty-threo dead and 150 wounded have 
been found hitherto. The aspect of tho 
plain of Vounaki is heartrending. Be- 
tween forty and fifty thousand persons 
of all ages and both sexes are camped 
there, on the open ground, and there 
are as yet but few tents to shelter them, 
and old aird young, sick and well, the 
dead oven in some places, are scattered 
indiscriminately about the plain. Par- 
ents wander from group to group in the 
crowd seeking their children, and en- 
deavoring to pursuado themselves that 
their darlings will bo found among tho 
living. Not a single baking-house in 
the whole island is left standing, and 
the entire population was thus without 
food until aid could arrive from tho ex- 
terior. At one moment an entire vil- 
lage, built in the form of an amphithea- 
tre on tho side of a hill, broke bodily 
away from the parent rock, and rushed 
crashing down into the plain. • 

The shocks are now diminishing. In 
all we have counted 250 since tho first 
three awful upheavals which destroyed 
tho grejiter part of the island. Of these 
2.50 shocks at least forty wero capable 
of overthrowing a solidly-built house. 
The work of excavation has been com- 
menced, but how few of the buried vie- 
tim.s shall we be able to extricate from 
their living tombs? The scene is sick- 
eniuL'. Here a hand makes feeble signs 
through a crevice, while tho unfortu 
nate wretch tp whom it belongs is 
buried beneath thousands of tons of 
masonry. Here, again, a voice calls 
for aid from utidorgroud. A daughter, 
sobliing, endeavors to encourage her 
father, who is imprisoned deep below 
the surface; and at every turn of tlu; 
8|iade or pick some horribly mutilated 
corpse is brought to light. Numbers 
of dead are uiiburied, and in isolated 
places the dogs are disputing the pos- 
ses.'iiuu of their maii^ilud corpsuK

Court opened at 10.20 a. jn. 

KKV.S'OLD.S vs. BATOHEXOU, E. UAIIRI.SON, 
SEMOll, AND .M'rHADKN. 

The hciring of this case wai resumed 
from Thursday. Jlr. Pooley and Mr. 
Theodore Davio for plaintili"; Mr. .Jackson 
for tho defendant Batchelor and Mr. 
llott for the defendant McPhaden. 

The interest m.ahifosted in this case was 
shuwn by tho large attontlailce of spocta- 
tor.s. 

Mr. Jackson coinmencod by informing 
the court that he wished to cross-e.xamine 
Mr. Alex, lloliuu.s. 

Mr. Pooley conaeiitod with tho under- 
standing that his side should have tho op- 
portunity of bringing forward other wit- 
nesses. 

His Lordship remarked . that although 
ho might be satisfied in his own mind in 
this c;iso yet he thought It .should go to a 
jury as soon a.s possible for tho .sati.sfac- 
tion of tho public. A special jury would 
bo empannelled before long and the case 
might then bo tried before tlioui. 

Mr. Jackson would coii.st'ut ; thoinjimo- 
tion to stand and no reci-iver apiiointed. 

Mr. Pooley said he would not consent 
to such an arrangement. 

His Lordship said that if a receiver is 
appointed so nmch tho more anxious 
should Mr. Jackson be to have tlio cose 
go to a jury speedily. 

Mr. .lackson contended that the ap- 
pointment of a receiver would be doing 
his clients a serious injury. Tho injunc- 
tion against them might .stand; but ho 
would sooner argue tho ca.so out than con- 
sent to a rocoivor being appointed. Ho 
was certiiin that when his Lordship had 
heard tho whole cajo he would not make 
such an appointment. 

Mr. Pooley, for the plaiiitifl", would 
waivo the ([ucstion of a receiver in con- 
sideration of the case going to a jury at 
an early day. 

Mr. Jackson in reply to this wanted a 
few days in order to prepare himself for 
tho case. He had boon under tho neces- 
sity of appearing with but little prepara- 
tion. 

Mr. Pooley would have no objection to 
letting it lio over for six mouths if a ro- 
I coivcr were appointed. 
I Mr. Hott wished to make a few re- 
{ marks on the position of his clieutDonald 
Mcl'haden, whoso name appeared as 
Daniel iNIcPhaden. Ho knew nothing 
whatever about tho difficulties between 
Hoynolds and J:iatc!iclcr when ho entered 
tho concern. His position and business 
had been already seriously injured by tho 
lengthy roport that had appeared in The 
Oolonist and the result of Appointing a re- 
ceiver would be to close up the business 
again. This would be a serious personal 
loss. The learned counsel then read Mr. 
McPhadon's aflldav.it which stated the fact 
that when ho entered the buiness ho knew 
nothing of the difficulty o.\isting between 
Reynolds and Bachelor. Ho had seen 
Mr. Reynolds shortly before doing so and 
then he apfioared to be entirely sane. 
Then followed a statement of wliat he 
had Leon doing since arriving in tho I'ro- 
vinco in 18()0. Jlr. Hett further stated 
that had not his client entered the busi- 
ness it, would not have been carried on 
for any length of time, and contended 
that it would be very detrimental to it if 
a receiver were appointed. The proceed- 
ings so far liad injured the business, as 
the cash receipts were already falling 
oil'. 

His Lordship explained the nature of 
the injunction a"lrcady gianted. The in- 
terim order restrained the defendant from 
interfering with any portion of the estate. 
Tho business might go on as usual, but 
the whole case must go to tho jury as soon 
as possible for nothing olae would satisfy 
the public mind. Why not appoint Mr. 
McPhaden receiver ? Ho would protect 
his own and partner's interest and he 
tliouglit those of Mr. Reynolds would bo 
perfectly safe in liis liand.s. 

Mr. Hett did not suppose tiiat Mr. 
Reynolds would object to Mr. McPhaden 
as receiver. There had been nothing at 
all said against him all through the 
ease. 

His Lordship remarked that it was 
very unfortunate thing for Mr. McPhaden 
to be associated with such a case; but it 
could not be helped. 

Mr. Hett said that the business would 
go back to Mr. Reynolds, (if it did go 
back) in a much better condition than 
when Mr. McPliaden took hold of it. 

His Lordslii[) said ho would appoint 
Mr. Mcl'haden sole receivor if agreeable 
to the plaiutifV. 

Mr. Pooley w.as quite willing that this 
should bo done. 

A discussion here ensued as to when 
the case should come before the jury. It 
was finally agrccod to put it down for 
Thursday, 'Jth June. 

Mr. T Davio applied for the personal 
eflects of Reynolds such as clothing, 
jewelry, &c., Mr. Batchelor having no 
right to keep them. 

Tho Chief J uatice — Wliy not lot Mr. 
McPhaden take possession of them? 

Mr. T. Davie ivas quite agreeable to 
this suggestion. 

Mr. Pooley remarked that there was 
some danger of tho property being dispon- 
ed of before tho case could bo heard. 

Mr. T. Davio wished Mr. McPhaden 
to take ch.arge of all the property in dis- 
pute and that be should be held responsi- 
ble to the Court for it. 

His Lordship .asked the counsel for 
plaintiff if they ro(|uired securities i 

Mr. T. Davie would rather have securi- 
ty; but tho matter could be in no worse 
position than formerly. The personal 
effects which h,ad been enumerated could 
be placed in charge of tho Court. 

Mr. Jackson was of opinion that all 
those were covered by the mortgage to 
Cohn. 

Mr. T. Davie contended that they were 
not covered by that mortgage for it was 
paid ofl", or nearly so. Let the articles be 
handed over to tlio Court and placed in 
charge of the regi.strar. 

Mr. Jackson stated that hi? client would 
hand over all the things placed in his 
charge by Mr. Holmes. 

Mr. T. Davio said that there were other 
things besides those that wore handed 
over by Mr. Hulmoa. 

Mr. Jackson said his client would put 
in everything. 

Mr. r. Davie — Perhaps you will not 
object to giving tho man his clothes, too. 

Mr. .lackson— He might have had them 
at any time by asking for thorn. 

His Lordship would continue tho infcr- 
order. Mr. McPhaden as receiver 
would look after his own interests and 
those of his partners. Ho know that the 
publication of tho case would ' interfere 
with thobusincfs very materially. Itrcsted 
^vith Mr. Batchelor to show that Eey- 
no'ids was of sound mind when tho trans- 
fers of jiropnrty were made. The impor- 
tant point to decide was as to whether ho 
was caiiablo of managing his own atlaira 
when he gave aw.ay all he had in tho world 
to Batchelor. Ho hoped the defence 
would bo ready to go on v.-ith tho c&so on 
the day .appointed for its hearing. 
The Court then adjourned. 



(liefore Hon. Mr. Justice Creojc'l 

Nicholson vs. Walsh Bros. — In this case 
plaintiff as owner and occupier of 08 acrns 
(more or less) of land in Saanieli, part of 
sections C5 and GO, sued tho defendants 
as owners and occupiers of other G8 acres 
(moro or loss) of land immediately adjoiu- 
•iug his own part -of the same sec- 
tions, for damages caused by trespass, 
breaking of a division fence,, entering 
plaintitl's land and forcibly carrying away 
hay and other property of tho plaintiti'. 
The damage was laid at $1000. The de- 
fense -was that the fence was "on tho do- 
fondant's land and tho crops, therefcu'o, bo- 
longed to him and that the fence w:ia 
merely a tomporaiy cattle fence erected 
for passing mutual convenience, and not 
a division or boundary fence, the lino of 
which thoy claimed lay further south and 
gavo them much more land. The point at 
issue was the exact position of the bound- 
ary line between the plaintili" and defend- 
ants' land. 

The title to the OS acres (moro or less) 
of laud of each of tho di.sputants was ad- 
mitted on both sides. 

Thu trial occupied two days, chiefly in 
I he examination of tho parties and their 
witnesses. Reference was made to various 
l)l;iii.s and surveys of the locality. Cm: 
iuli: i-olvAt. 

On Saturday the 21st Iifay the Court 
delivered judgment. 

I have considered much tho iacid- 
deiits of this long and tedious cuso, not 
because of their intricacy or importance or 
any difficulty inapplying the law to the facta 
but that in a review of such lengthened 
evidence no coiisideratioh of importance 
should bo omitted. 

Tho contention of the ilefendants was 
that the Walshes in a treaty witii Thomas 
Nicholso. 1 in 1877 for their 08 acres of land 
had been informed by htm that his land 
would turn out over rather than under 
that .nmount. That being rcfi-rred to 
George Nicholaou show them the .soiitli 
bcnindary of Thomas' land thoy were 
shown the boundary, and then having ac- 
cepted the deed of the land from Thomas 
for 08 acres moro cr less and 
not getting moro than 08, or as thoy 
thought not so much as 08 acres, that 
th.cy had by that moans acipiired a right 
by force to make up any of their 
supposed deficiency out of tho laud 
of George, who was neither [larty 
nor privy to their .lotual barg- 
ain and had nothing to do with tho 
sale. As .a matter of law they h.ad no 
more right to go to George than they had 
to go to Dallas or any other immediate 
neighbor, north, east oi- west, to make up 
the duficioncy if any uucl;.had actually es 
istud. The Walshes bought of Thomas, as 
his convoyauco to them expresses, " 08 
acres h\oi\: or /I'.t.s. " The utmost they 
claim is 5 to 10 acres over what thoy liavo, 
a dilVerence which had it existed and been 
evenlarger would have, in construction of 
law, been amply covered by tho words 
" 68 acres more or kss.^' The same result 
would have happened had there been as 
large an excess over tho 08 acres us tiiore 
was alleged deficiency. But was there 
any deficiency f Tho evidence distinctly 
negatives that presumption. John and 
George Nicholson clearly proved th.it 
when they .and their third brother bought 
tho properties in 1863 in one lump, but 
in tho proportions of 68, 68 and 100 acres 
teapectively, a division line was run in 18G8 
by Walter Green, the surveyor, between 
tho properties of Thomas and Georgo, 
allotting to each, irrespective of .water, 
just about tho same quantity, vi.^.. : 08 
acires ba'ch of land. That this divisiuu 
line was in existence at tho time tho 
Walshes purchased (1877), and clearly in- 
dicated by the line of tho 2 posts B and 
C — which being produced in a straight 
line both ways, east and west, formed ex- 
actly tho division line, link for link, indi- 
cated by Howsu's survey in May, 1880, 
and confirmed subsei-iuently by tho 
survey of Maliood and tho old survey 
marks. Mr. Howse's evidence was 
as might have been expected from a sur- 
veyor whose professional integrity and 
intelligence have been tested and never 
found wanting in government and private 
surveys throughout British Colmnbia for 
over 20 years past, conclusive on all 
pijints as to tho boundary line, and con- 
firmed by tho experience of such a sur- 
veyor as iMr. Mahood, was, to my niiml, 
irresistible. ISul Mr. Mahood's evidence 
did more, for it proved that tho red lino 
attempted to bo run by another surveyor, 
Mr. Stephens, in a different direction 
from that of Green and Howse, and fur- 
ther south was no line at all, not 
even a straight lino, its length 
not oven chained nor its positionrelatively 
to fixed points even api)roxiinatoly ascer- 
tained. And when the latter gentleman 
in evidence confessed ho had " cribbed " 
figures for the length of the actual bouu- 
daryline fromthopostsof the Howse survey 
ho was expressly employed to correct, and 
that he had notevon chained all round the 
lot, tho division linoof which ho wassentto 
survey, it would be difficult to find a 
profoasionid work to which less faith and 
credence could bo given. Notwithstand- 
ing tho earnest eflorts of Mr. McElmen, 
the etrect then of the evidence was to 
sliow that before and at the time of the 
purchase there was, and there had been 
shown to the Walshes, an actu.il boinidary 
in law,lietwecii their and George's lot, and 
that they bought with that knowledge and 
were ff)r ever concluded by it. If it had 
then rei[utred further verification on the 
ground, tho rule of law is caveat e nipt nr, 
'lot the buyer beware'. Thoy should 
not have purchased until it had been laid 
down. But they were content with tho 
boundary as then o.vplainod; and it is 
difficult to believe that when, after the 
purchase and on the same day that they 
erected tho B. C. fence they renewed tho 
B. and C. posts in the old holes they did 
not consider that as tho final boundary 
line. 

George distinctly swears they did. 

Moreover Green, Howse and Mahood 
(Stephens' was no survey at all) agree 
that the lino ran by Green A B C D gave 
and still gives the Wal3h93 an area of 
08 10-100 acres of which only 75 100 of 
an acre is water, and George Nicholson 72 
acres of which between 3 and 4 are lake. 
In measuring land the law makes no 
diflforonco between land and water. Land, 
under the water is land still. The bound- 
ary lino between John and George's land, 
that is George's Southern boundary, w.as 
never proved, so a legal compariaon of 
acreage between tho Walsh and Georgo 
acctiona was impossible. On that point 
all the surveys are at host .ipproximato, 
so even in that respect defendant's case 
fails. Upon the law and facts therefore 
I consider the defendants have not only not 
proved but have disproved their own case 
and have unfortunately allowed ignorant 
suspieion acting on the desire n.atur.al to 
man for the acquisition of land to blind 
them to a reasonable view of their real 
position, and thoy havo to thank them- 
selves and their unjustifiable threat of 
personal violence for tho recourse they 
themselves compelled to tho law for 
this thu costs incurred aro the approxi- 
mate penalty. Their own 'witness Steph^ 
ens says that they even prevented him 
from completing a proper survey. 

Still as to tho damage caused by their 
unlawful acts I cannot say the evidence 



impressed me with any great sense of ii»- 
jury sustained. 

it id tn^ clje law of damages as laid 
down by the learned counsel for tho 
plaintiff, Mr. Di^ke, is in all respects 
correct, and that caused by the interrup- 
tion of tliO right as well as tho actual loss 
incuiiA'd is of course not excluded from 
the calculation.
